threatening. The wave nt fanaticism 
which originated at Adana some ten 
days ago, and found its expression in 
the killing of Christians, apparently is 
spreading; generally through the east- 
ern provinces. 
Upward of ten thou- 


sand Armenians where massacred in 
'Syrian towns and villages principally 
In the vilayet of Adana, during out- 
bursts of fanatical zeal that took place 
at the time of the spring festival In 
honor of Mohammedans upon the re- 
ceipt o£ news of the overturn of the 
"heretical" government at Constanti- 
nople. 
One embassy places the esti- 


mates of killed as high as fifteen thou- 
sand. 


Trying to Quell Mobs. 


The government has sent urgent 


commands to the Vaii of Adana that 
•the mobs must be put down and the 
Headers harshly dealt with. 
The at- 


tacks on the Armenians appear 
to 


have been instigated solely by the re- 
actionaries. 


A dispatch received from Jlersina, 


dated yesterday, says the Armenian 
'town of Hadjin, in the northern part 
of the Adana vilayet is beleaguered by

It is dated April 20th 
and was sent by courier to Mersina. 
It sets forth that the missionaries' at 
Tarsus, which were giving shelter to 
three thousand refugees, were well 
protected.,. Martial law had been de- 
clared and the situation was showing 
some 
improvement. 
Five 
hundred 


houses had been burned in the Arme- 
nian quarter of the city, where fifty 
persons had been killed. 
Others had 


been killed in the surrounding vil- 
lages. 


Aleppo under today's date, reports 


the situation of all Americans there to 
be dangerous. No mention is made of 
any one being killed'or injured. There 
is great insecurity even in Aleppo 
owing to the arrival in the city of 
bands of furious tribesmen.

The Armenian village of Deurtyul is 


surrounded, and according to a mes- 
senger who crawled through the Arab 
lines at night and made mis way hero 
for help, the situation there is hopeless. 
The buildings on the edge of town al- 
ready were in flames when he escaped. 


The massacres are being carried out 


with tho greatest 
violence. 
Neither 


women or children are spared. Tho 
motto of the Moslem is "No twig of 
the accursed race shall be suffered to 
live." 


The Armenians, recognizing that the 


massacres have been organized, and 
carried out by adherents of the old 
Turkish regime, are looking to the 
Young Turks for future protection.

Patten Denied Corner.

served with a restraining order this 
morning, secured by W. F. DeVilbiss.

Testimony was taken In the 


DoVilbiss case, but the matter went 
no further. 


The complaint In the case was filed 


in the circuit court by Atorney E. V. 
Harris, who recites that DeVllbtss was 
given a license on May 6, of last year, 
under an ordinance passed by the city 
council August 27. 1907, and the ordi- 
nance and all Its amendments are set 
out in full. 


Thon the complaint recites that a de- 


mand is being made upon him to per- 
mit his cattle to bo subjected to a 
tuberculin test without having first 
had the herd examined by the state 
veterinarian to determine whether or 
not any of the animals nro diseased. 
He says notice to this effect has been 
served upon him by Mayor W. J. llfamy 
at the Instance of Dr. H. 0. Brugge- 
man. secretary of the city hpalth board. 
and that In its proceedings the city 
assumes that he must permit thn tests 
without an examination by the state 
veterinarian. 


This, it is alleged, is contrary to the 


laws of the state and In this the valid- 
ity of thn ordinance Is attacked.

radium In the history of medical sci- 
ence has Just been confirmed by the 
examination of .a patient -who was ex- 
pected to die six months ago when he 
went to Flower hospital with a malig- 
nant tumor, the size of a child's head, 
in his abdomen. 


The largo mass which threatened his 
fe has disappeared and the small re- 


maining knot in its place has lost its 
haracter as a tumor and is simply 
car tissue, which has not been re- 
moved by the process of absorption. 


Drs. William H. Dieffenbach and Wil- 
lam Tod Holmuth. who have had tho 
nse in charge, claim for Flower hos- 
iltal the discovery of the method em- 
iloyed, which was tho injection of gel- 
.tine impregnated with radium into 
he tumor itself after the seat of the 
rouble had benn reached by opening 
he abdominal cavity. The practice in 
he only other similar case on record, 
jne performed in Europe some days 
tigo. was to enclose the radium in a 
;lass tube, which was sewed up in the 
umor. 


Operation of No Avail. 


When the patient, who Is a promi- 


nent resident of Westchester county, 
ras taken to the hospital. Dr. Dieffeii- 
lach called In Dr. Helmuth with an 
dea of performing an operation for 
'.he removal of the tumor. 
After a 


.borough examination Dr. Helmuth 
'ound the tumor to be so large and Its 
•oots to have Invaded so much of the 
abdominal tissue that he refused to op 
erate. 


A counsel was held and It was decid 


to treat the patient with the X-Ray 


for the 
purpose of preventing the 


ipread or-growth of the tumor. 
By 


:his method the physicians succeeded 
n checking the tumor, but after three 
months of the treatment the skin of 
ihe patient became so Irritated that 
:he application of the X-Rays had to 
be discontinued. 


Another examination proved that 


my operation for the rempjial of the 
nass would prove futile/and as a 
heroic attempt to save the life of the 
latlent Dr. Dieffenbnch proposed that 
the tumor be exposed and that radio- 
active gelatine be injected into the 
diseased parts. 


The patient was placed under the In- 


fluence of an anaesthetic and ths gel- 
atine, which had been Impregnated 
with $100 worth of radium, was in-1 
ected in three places in the tumor. 
The incisions were closed with a purse 
string suture and the abdomen was 
closed. 


Improvement is Ripld. 


When the tumor was disclosed tho 


surgeons pronounced it a round cell 
sarcoma, a most malignant variety of 
tumor, but cut off a small piece of the 
mass for analysis. 
A later examlna-. 


ion of this portion by Drs. Hertemann 
md 
Kellogg, 
eminent 
pathologists, 


confirmed the opinion of the operators. 


The-reaction from the operation was 


unusually severe and at times it was 
feared the patient would not rally, but 
after a few days an Increase In 
strength was noted, 'and at the end of 
ive weeks the patient was so much 
mproved in general health and the 
tumor was so greatly reduced In size 
;hat he was permitted to go to his 
home. 


While greatly elated over the results 


of their efforts, the physicians did not 
allow their enthusiasm to overcome 
them: it was only after a thorough ex- 
amination of the patient by Dr. Hel- 
muth last week that they allowed a' 
report on the case to be made public. 


This last examination has revealed 


an apparently healthy condition In the 
affected territory. - Only a small lump 
remains In the place of the tumor and 
this, the physicians say, retains none 
of the characters of a tumor, but is 
simply a nodule of scar tissue, such as 
remains after the 
healing of any 


moderately sized wound. 


Action of Radium. 


The efficiency of the treatment by 


the radio-active gelatine lies in the 
artificial irritation which it Induces In 
:he tumor, says Dr. Dlffenbach. Con- 
traction of the tumor and a change in 
its character results. 


'The physicians were moved to their 


decision to -try the radium treatment 
by their observations of the beneficial 
results that have attended the treat- 
ment'of superficial skin ulcers at the. 
hospital by the. application of radium. 


The method employed in this case is 


declared to be superior to that in Eu- 
rope in which the radium -was enclosed 
in a glass tube. 
In the latter case 


$5,000 worth of radium Is reported to 
have-been used, while the cost of the 
material used in the case at. Flower 
hospital was one-fiftieth as much. It 
is thought also that in this.case the 
activity of the radium is much In- 
creased. 


Dr. Dieffenbach has prepared a thor- 


ough history of the case which is to 
be published in the Chironian, the of- 
ficial journal of the New Tork Homeo- 
pathic college and Flower hospital..

:hat Mrs. Boyle wag -Anna McDer- 
mott. Her family resiaes in Chicago, 
and has been prominently mentioned 
n connection with the case since the 
woman's' arrest at Cleveland. She is 
the daughter of William McDermott 
and Kate Farquar McDermott, for- 
merly of 162 Seminary avenue,' Chi- 
cago, where Anna was borri twenty- 
:wo years ago. The mother has been 
dead 'several years. 


Known Under Various Aliases, 


The daughter for three years has. 


been wayward and is said to have 
borne these aliases: 
Mrs. Frank 


Torke, Helen Torke, Helene Parker, 
Mrs. Frank A. Minor, Helen McDon- 
ough, Mrs. R. G. Faulkner, Mrs. R. G. 
Walters, and Mrs. Jones. 


Her photgraphs are found in the 


rogues' galleries of Kansas City and 
Springfield, 111. At the former place 
she was arrested in company with 
Frank A. Parker on May 2. 1903, on a 
charge of forgery. On Sept. 13, 1908, 
she was arrested at Springfield on a 
similar charge.. In each case she es- 
caped prosecution.

Anna McDermott disappeared

MR. PATTEN AND WHEAT.

The last of an earlier school of 


•statesmen who gave Indiana a fame 
that not soon will perish has just 
passed away. David Turple was the 
lone survivor of a group of great man 
that embraced Morton, Hendricks. Ben- 
jamin Harrison, Voorhees, McDonald 
Lane, Holman and others, who during 
the long period comprehended between 
the breaking out of the civil -war and 
the closing years of the last century 
shed mighty renown on Indiana and 
gave her by the character of her rep 
resentation in the congress of tin 
United States no less than by the! 
participation in the home affairs o 
the commonwealth a name that wa 
spoken with respect throughout th 
'country. 


Judge Turple was in soma respects 


a very great man. In the senate of 
the United States he achieved -wide re- 
. pute as one of tha "intellectual giants" 


of that body in a period when it con- 
tained such men as Hoar, Edmunds, 
Morgan, Sherman, Ingalls, Vest and 
other great men who wrote history 
'•and whose names are historic. To a 
vast learning and a mind' that went 
to .the bottom of things and was posi- 
tive in its convictions Juflgo Turple 
, added the quality of tremendous earn- 
estness. His powers of expression by 
•words were amazing. Few men of his 
time had made the English tongue so 
completely and at once facile instru- 
ment and terrible weapon. His dic- 
tion .-was clear, pure and incisive and 
marked by all the graces of a most 
various scholarship. He was a pitiless 


. master 
of 
invective 
and 
sarcasm 


when there was occasion for employ- 
.ment of these rhetorical weapons and 
he used them with a refinement that 
sometimes made them most cruel. He 
was no orator. Volume, sonorousness 
and music of voice and charm of pres- 
ence'had been denied him by a tiaturo 
that had in all other qualities of the 
publicist endowed him with singular 
gifts. Yet he could compel attention 
by the Sheer force of his masterly in- 
telject where another so handicapped 
In power to please by graces of speech 
would have been appallingly a bore.

•worth while in the fashion of long 
sustained mental performance should 
turn to the official record of Senator 
Turpic's three days' speech In the sen- 
ate about a dozen years ago and give

given In reply. Senator Turpie greatly

Our Police Shortage by Figures 


Following up talk 87 and comparing police numbers, street mileage and degree 


of street iHnininatipn in ten cities—including the eight whose paving figures we 
gave in talk 82—we find interesting results. 
. 
. 
j 


As these ten cities range in population from 45,000 to 78,000 each and average 


exactly the population of Eort Wayne, it is hardly necessary to complicate the fig- 
ures by considerations of population in each case. The average can be used. 


Taking, then, the street mileage and-number of day police, let us see where ' 


]?ort Wayne stands with its force of thirteen day policemen on 207 miles of streets 
as compared with South Bend, Terre Haute and Evansville, in Indiana; with Har- 
risburg arid Erie, in Pennsylvania; with Peoria," JJ1; Kansas City, Kan.; Spring-;' 
field, Mass.; Portland, Me.; and Yonkers, 1ST. Y. 


These ten cities have a total street mileage of 1,440 and a total force of 'day; 


police of 254, not counting reserves. 


This means that in those ten cities the 'day police average one to each fiveNand 


two-thirds miles of streets, while in Fort Wayne the average is one day policernan- 
to about fourteen miles of streets, and this, too, in a city remarkable for. its large 
number of .street car, interurban trolley and steam railway crossings at grade and 
.the extensive use of the streets by the heavy teaming of the factories. 
. 
" 


Were Eort Wayne to increase its- clay force of police to bring it up to the aver- 


age of the ten cities named, therefore, it would have to increase it.from thirteen 
men to thirty-seven. 


That would mean twenty-four additions to the 'day force; and, if these were all 


patrolmen and paid on the 1907 scale of wages—$780 each—would mean an an- 
nual addition to Fort Wayne's outlay for police protection of $18,720. 


Such an increase of the patrol force would undoubtedly necessitate a certain 


increase of the desk, station and patrol-driving force and addition to the depart- 
ment equipment. 


In all probability it would mean an annual increase in 'department expendi- 


tures annually of about a round $22,000.

Whether or not that would be entirely adequate to Fort Wayne's needs would 


depend on those incidental considerations which we named in talk 87 and which 
differentiate one city from another of its class, according to the favored vocations 
of its people, their respect for law, and the location of the city on the great thor- 
oughfares of rail transportation. 


.But the addition of twenty-four patrolmen to our day police force and the ad- 


dition of about $22,000 annually to police department cxpeditures should give us 
' as good an average showing in the day policing of Fort Wayne as we find in other 
cities of its class.

BRYCE HONORS JOHN CALVIN. 


Ambassador Denies, Howtver, That Re- 


former Was Liberal. 


Baltimore, Md., April 22.—Tho princi- 


pal speaker last night at the celebration 
of the 40Cth anniversary ot the birth of 
John Calvin was Ambassador Bryce of 
Great Britain. 


After referring to the enormous influ- 


ence of Calcin's views, Mr. Bryce said: 


"But though Calvin was more than any- 


one else the modern founder of a repub- 
lican system in the church," continued 
Mr. Bryce, "he wns by no means a lib- 
eral in the modern sense of the word. 
He justified and approved In practice re- 
ligious persecution, as Indeed did nearly 
all the great reformers of the sixteenth 
century, and held the state bound to 
obey in many things the orders ot the 
church. Not till long after his time was 
the doctrine that the stato and 
the 


church ought to be entirely distinct and 
that religious opinion should be entirely 
free proclaimed in England and in North 
America by Roger Williams, the illus- 
trious founder of Rhode Island."

He Declares a Spark Would 


Start Anglo-German 


Conflict. 


New York, April 22. — Andrew Car- 


negie. In his annual address before the 
New York Peace society at the Hotel 
Astor yesterday, declared that only a 
spark Is needed to plunge England 
and Germany into war. 
Never in his 


lifetime, he said, has the world's peace 
seemed to be so seriously threatened 
us now. 


11 r. Carnesie pictured two gigantic 


fleets of EnKiand and Germany as op- 
erating within a. small radius, often in 
sight of each other. 


"The topic of constant discussion 1n 


every shape," he added, "will he their 
relative power and the consequences 
of battles. The crews of the respectiva 
navies will regard each other with sus- 
picion, Jealousy, and hatred In this, 
representing only loo truly tho fcel- 
inss of their countrymen. Under such 
a strain u mere spark would suffice. 


"A few marines ashore from two of 


the ships, British and German, would 
bo enough — a few words 
pass 


between them, an encounter between 
the two, both probably under the in- 
fluence of liquor, begins; one is wound- 
ed. blood is shed, and the pent up pas- 
sions of the people of both countries 
would sweep all to the winds." 


Situation Disproves Old Axiom. 


Mr. CariieRio contended 
that 
the 


present critical situation 
nmoiifr the 


nations of the world -is proof in his 
mind that the old axioms such as "It 
you wish peace prepare for war" had 
proved ineffective. 
Present conditions 


among the nations were likened to the 
days of '"40" In 
California, where 


everj' man went armed to tho teeth to 
prevent attack with the result that 
there was no end of lighting deadly 
feuds until the arming of men wan 
prohibited by law. 


Sir. Carnegie enumerated as among 


the many valid objections to the pol- 
icy of armament the 
challenge 
to 


other nations, arousing their jealousy 
and fears, which every 
Increase of 


naval military power proves to he. Tho 
result, even if a collision is avoided, 
a thing he termed miraculous, Is that 
peace loving nations would have to go 
on building excessive navies through 
the extortion of millions from a people 
already near tho verge of starvation. 


"Hence," he said, "to save the na- 


tions from themselves there sooner or 
later must emerge from the present 
unparalleled increase of armaments, a 
league of peace err.braclnff the most 
advanced 
nations, 
proclaiming since 


the world now has shrunk 
into 
a 


neighborhood with instantaneous com- 
munication with its total commerce 
yearly exceeding 528,000,000,000 all civ- 
ilized nations are deeply interested in 
world peace, that the time has passed 
when any one or two nations can tie 
permitted to break it." 


Mission of United States. 


He. conceived it to be the mission 


of the United States to lead the world 
in a reign of peace under the law. Ho 
expressed a hope that the president, 
without being Intrusive, may find a 
way to exert his influence in favor of 
peace, asserting this country's right 
to speak, if not protest, in behalf" of Its 
own Imperiled interests and perhaps 
to invite the leading naval . powers to 
consider a practical agreement "which 
would avert 
tho appalling dangers 


which today threaten to convulse the 
world in a not distant future." 


Society Adopts Suggestions. 


Mr. Carnegie's address was followed 


by the adoption of these resolutions, 
designed tn make his suggestions ulti- 
mately effective: 


Resolved, That in the opinion of 


tho- Peace Society of New York a 
rivalry between Britain 
and Ger- 


many in constructing ships of war, 
the action of one being contingent 
upon that of the other, ' affects the 
position of other naval powers so se- 
riously as to call for their prompt 
consideration. 


Resolved, That it should not be 


permissible for any power to com- 
Pel all other naval powers to increase

Washington, April 23.— Former Uni- 


ted States Senator •William A. Stewart, 
of Nevada, died In the 
Georgetown 


hospital here today following an oper- 
ation. The body will be taken to Ne- 
vada Sunday. 


Mr. Stewart was S2 years old and 


had been a familiar figure in this city 
during the better part of tho last half 
century. For twenty-eight years, alto- 
gether. he represented Nevada In the 
senate, a lapse between 1875 and 1887 
intervening to 
prevent a continuous 


service record from 1865 to 1905. 


Author of "Crime of 73." 


"Stewart Castle," his former home on 


Dupont Circle. In this city, was long 
one of tho landmarks of the national 
capital. Senator Stewart made many 
notable speeches on the floor of the 
senate In advocacy of silver and his 
characterization of the demonltizatlon 
of silver as "Tho crime of '73" Is a 
marker In political history- 
After hlg 


retirement from congress he divided 
his time between Washington, where 
ho had many interests during his life 
of fluctuating fortune, his farm 
In 


nearby Virginia, and the west, where 
(it his old home at 
X^ull Frog, Nev., 


and elsewhere, he had varied mining 
Interests and experiences. 


W«s Widely Known. 


Almost all of the old residents of 


Washington and many new know Mr. 
Stewart either personally or by sight, 
for his tall figure, topped with a wide- 
brimmed soft hat, and his long white 
beard and his complexion af clear aa a 
youth's, 
were 
conspicuous on 
the 


streets of the city. 


Senator Stewart was a native of 


New York, who went west In the early 
days of the California gold discoveries 
and then wielded the pick and shovel 
as an everyday miner. 


Except for the first campaign of 


Bryan in 1896 when the silver Issue 
was most prominent, Mr. Stewart was 
a. republican. He was, however, a 
man of Independence and often voted 
contrary to the wishes of the party 
caucus. He took a prominent part In 
setting asido the forco bill In 1892 and 
he never failed to cast his vote In the 
Interest of the white metal -whatever 
the attitude ot his party on that sub- 
ject.

Our Night Police Deficiencies 


Fort Wayne has twcuty-six night patrolmen or* the register, jjhere is no re- 


serve. So absence of one or more members, from any cause, means a temporary re- 
duction of the force- 


One night this mouth six Avere reported ill, and for .that night the patrol num- 


bered just twenty police. 


Had those twenty patrolmen attempted to cover the 207 miles of. streets of 


the city AVC see where each would have had considerably' more than a ten-mile 
beat. 


Some time ago detailed measurements Avere made to determine the number of 


miles that his duties Avould require the patrolman in the Tenth Avard to walk dur- 
ing the night and miss none of the doors Avhich it'is his duty to try after the ten- 
ants are supposed to have locked them for the night. It was found that he Avould 
be required to Avalk over tAventy-tAvo miles. 


NOAV all this suggests a positive need of additional night patrolmen, regardless 


of the relative size of our night police force as compared Avith those of other cities. 


But let us note Avhat the ten other cities of our class, with Avhich AVB are mak- 


ing comparisons, find necessary in the way of night police. 


SOUTH BEND 
with 154 miles of streets, has 
45 


EYANSVILLE 
with 149 miles of streets, has 
44 


TEEBE HAUTE 
with 225 miles of streets, has

The ten cities total, in streets, 1,440 miles and in night police 
433 


This means that in these ten cities of Fort Wayne's class each policeman is, 


on the average, apportioned to about every three and a third miles of streets. 


In Fort Wayne, by adding to our night patrol one of the detectives and one 


of the sergeants to make up our night police force, we have a force of twenty-eight 
night police in a city of 207 miles of streets, which means somewhat more than 
seven and a third miles to each member of the night force. 


If, therefore, Fort Wayne were to be as well policed at night in proportion to 


its length of streets as are the ten cities named there would be required sixty-four 
instead of twenty-eight police, or an addition of thirty-six more night police. 


As a matter of practical fact, Fort Wayne would require today more' than 


thirty-six additional policemen, inasmuch as the ten other cities, most of Avhom 
figures in the. statistics given by us in street-lighting, were found to be far better 
lighted than Fort Wayne. And light is protection. 


But assuming the Fort Wayne streets equally well lighted, thirty-six more 


night police with proportionate station force .\vould probably be adequate. As- 
suming also that these are all patrolmen at salaries of $780 per year each, AVC 
should have an annual additional City expenditure on this account of $28 080 


This additional expenditure added to that required for additional day police 


as noted in our previous talk, would increase the annual expenditures in the Police 
department by fully $50,000.

petual state of revival. He had only 
to come into Phllippl. ihe principal 
city of Macedonia. :»:id to sit by th« 
river bank, and Lydla. the srller y£ 
purple straightway belifXV'l :i!!.l was 
baptized. 
H«- had only to walk a!on« 


the streets to the place of prayer, and 
there was so much of power about him 
that "a certain damsel, possessed with 
the spirit of divination," followed him 
and cried, saying, "These men are the 
servants of the most hish God." and 
"Paul being grieved, turned an-1 said 
to the spirit. I command thee In the 
name of Jesus Christ lo oorne out of 
her. And he came out thf same hour. 
And when her masters saw that the 
hope of their gains was none, ihey 
caught Paul and Silas, drew Ihem into 
the market place." tore off their clothes. 
beat them with many stripes and cast 
them Into an inner prison, fastening 
their feet in the stocks. 
But this did 


not in any way affect these servants 
of God. It was doubtless true In their 
•ase, as one of the modern poets has 
•xpressed it, that "stone walls do not 


L prison make, nor iron bars a cage," 
for at midnight, In the midst of all 
the darkness, "they sang praises unto 
God and the prisoners heard them." 
What a strange sound It must h.nv 
been in the old Jail, where ordinarily 
only curses had been heard! Rut sud- 
denly there came a great earthquake: 
the foundations of the prison began tc 
shake and the doors weio thrown open 
ar.U "every one's bands were loosed." 
In the rnldst of all this confusion, the 
jailer sprans Into their presence, ami 
was ready to kill himself, thinking ihe 
prisoners had escaped, when Paul ex- 
claimed, "Do thyself no harm, for we 
are all here." 


"Conviction" the First Step. 


There Is just In this connection a 


clear distinction drawn between men 
of influence and men of power. 
Or- 


dinarily we s.iy, 
what the church 


needs 
today is 
men of 
Influence, 


meaning by this men of position. And 
so it does; but from this Illustration 
I think we may argue, the greater de- 
mand Is for men of power. Paul and 
Silas had not Influence enough to keep 
themselves out of Jail, but they had 
a power sufficient to pray down the 
prison walls and Ihrow wide open Its 
doors. There IB also in the whole In- 
cident given to us a true and striking 
plclure of what it means for one to 
be saved. 


If I were an arlist, I should like to 


draw upon a blackboard a great let- 
ter "C," then nil out from thai on« 
letter four words. These four words 
would present to us a picture of this 
Philippian jailer not only, but also of 
the one who really and truly comes lo 
Christ. The flral word would be "Con- 
viction." 
This we surely find in the 


jailer, for w eare told "he came trem- 
bling." 
It is not possible for any one 


to be saved without firsl of all ex- 
periencing real conviction; however, 
II may 
manifest 
Itself in 
differenl 


ways. 


Firsl. Sometimes it is evidenced In 


great need. One would display his ig- 
norance if he were to asserl thai Nico- 
demus, for example, was the chief of 
sinners; for he was a ruler of his peo- 
ple, an honored member of the Sanhe- 
drin, a mosl circumspect man in every 
way; 'but in his hearl there was a 
great sense of his need, which his po- 
sition had never satisfied: and this 
compelled him, 1 imagine, to seek out 
the Great Teacher. 


Second. Not infrequently it may as- 


sume the form of complete unworthi- 
ness, such as the poor publican had 
when he said, "God be merciful lo me 
a sinner;" bul ihe article there in Ihe 
Greek was a definite one, and what he 
really said was this: "God be merciful 
to mo the sinner," as if he were the 
only one in the world. This Is a most 
hopeful condition. 


Third. 
As a rule, it is the con- 


sciousness thai we have sinned and 
are, 
iherefore, 
under 
condemnation 


thai disturbs us: and in the unregen- 
erate state, il is Ihe tearfulness lhal 
the penally of ihe broken law may fall 
upon us: yel I am quite clear in my 
own mind that there may be a deeper

conviction of one's sins after one's 
regeneration than before. 


Stanley tells us thai he found men 


in Africa who never knew that they 
were black un'.il they Iwked upon a 
white man. So many a man can nev-! 
er know what sin is until he seas it 
in the presence of Jesus Christ. But 
whatever the form of conviction, it 
must surely be experienced before the 
light will dawn. Come 10 him just as 
you are, for he ran satisfy your long- 
ings by !l!l!ng you with himself anil 
he is able to blot out all your trans- 
gressions and forgive all your sins. 


"Contrition" the Next Essential. 


The second word starting with the 


letter "C" would be "Contrition." This 
the Philippian jailer had. for he "fell 
down before them." 
It is certainly 


true that one cannot come to God un- 
less, tlrst of all. he be possessed of the 
broken 
nnd 
contrite 
heart. 
Why 


should this not be true? 
We have 


sinned ;iK»in.«t f!od and 
Ihere must 


be contrition for it if we are to be 
forgiven. 
<Jod nmy he ever so willing 


to forgive, still he does not do it with- 
out contrition. 


In the state prison of Iowa there Is 


n young man held as a convict, against' 
whom the charge of arson stands, and] 
also the attempt to kill. 
Very re- 


cently, the party whose building was 
fired circulated a petition asking that 
the young man be pardoned: the man 
whose lift was attempted followed his 
example, and succeeded in securing 
the names "f the Judge by whom he 
was sentenced, 
the 
attorney who 


prosecuted him and the entire jury 
which found him guilty. 
This peti- 


tion was carried to the governor. Jn 
the face of It. strong us it was, he 
said, "Xo, the man cannot he par- 
doned: for," said he. "his crime was 
not committed against the individual, 
but 
against 
the 
commonwealth of 


Iowa, and he must serve his sentence." 
And it ought to be remembered by the 
sinner 
that these words are 
true,, 


"against thec and thee only have I 
sinned." So there must be contrition 
or there cannot be salvation: and yet 
what a marvelous thing It Is that, if 
one be ever so great a sinner, the mo- 
ment this spirit Is manifest God blots 
out all his transgressions. 


It is stated that. In St. Petersburg, 


a father's heart was well-night brok- 
en because of the prodigality o£ his 
son, 
who was addicted to the habit of 


gambling, and with that came the ac- 
companying vices. 
At last the old 


father conceived the idea that what 
the boy needed was better surround- 
ings, and he set out to secure them. 
AVhat a mistake this Is and how many 
have made It! That Is not what you 
need. 
This father of whom I speak 


secured his son's appointment In the 
army, but he went from bad to worse 
until he had reached the end of it all. 
Completely discouraged, he was cast- 
ing up his accounts and, when the 
overwhelming sum 
was 
known, 
In 


great desperation he wrote at the bot- 
tom of the column these words, "Who 
Is to pay all this?" 


Then F\ollows "Conversion." 


The 
emperor of 
Russia, 
going 


through barracks to inspect the sol- 
diers, passed this young 
man, who, 


with his head in his arms, had fallen 
asleep. 
The emperor, glancing at the 


figures before him on the table, read 
the question, and then 'bending over 
wrote one word, "Nicholas." And the 
story goes that that one man was free. 
I do not know whether this story is 
true, but I do know that if you enumer- 
ate all of your sins from the earliest 
recollection to the present moment, and 
beneath the sum of them all write this 
question, "Who is to pay all this?" 
there will be one ,namc written in an- 
swer to it, 


Sweetest name on mortal tonguo, 
Sweetest note in seraph song, 
Sweetest carol ever sung, 


Jesus, blessed Jesus. 


The third word starting from the let- 


ter "C" would be '"Conversion," and 
this we nnd in the Philippian jailer, 
for we are 
told 
"he 
washed 
their 


stripes." This was surely a great 
change in the man. At first he extilt- 
ingly fastened their feet in the stocks, 
and now I can imagine him tearfully 
stooping down with cooling touch to 
ease their pain. There must be con- 
version if we are ever to be saved. 


I am speaking of the new birth, that 


is, God's, part of it; 
but I am 
em- 


phasizing the thing man must do if 
he is ever to see the light. In one way 
it is "Right about face!" or it is Col- 
lowing the example of the blind men 
who "put themselves In the way of 
Jesus;" or it Is tlie obedience of the 
lepers 
who, 
as 
they 
went, 
were 


cleansed. Indeed, to sum it all up, it 
is for the unsaved man to have "the 
willing mind." (Isa. 1:19.) 


God never saved any man until, first 


of all. he was willing to be saved; EG 
whether one kneels at the altar, or 
bows in prayer in his own home, or 
stands In the crowded audience, 
or 


signs the inquirer's card, the end of 
all these things must be the submis- 
sion of the will to God; and then he 
does bis own work, and we are born 
again, or from above. 


Confessing Christ Before Men. 


The fourth and last word to be com- 


pleted from the letter "C" is "Con- 
fession." and this is clearly found in 
the experience of the jailer: for we are 
told "he was baptized." 
What n. mis- 


take it Is for a man to believe in his 
heart and fail to confess with his lips: 
Such a position is never satisfactory, 
and never brings real joy. It Is not be- 


soldier of Jesus Christ when he defi- 
nitely and clearly confesses him. This 
is his enlistment. 


The Query of the Unsaved. 


"\Vhat, therefore, must I do to be 


saved?" This seems to be the un- 
saved man's first query. 
Philosophy j 


has never answered this question yet. j 
Infidelity lias tried it, and made it a ! 
mockery. 
God's answer is clear and 


simple. 
The Bible says, "By grace 


are. ye saved through faith: and that 
not of yourselves: it is the gift of 
Ood." "Xot of works, lest any 
man 


should boast." It is very- easy to re- 
ceive a gift: the first step in salvation 
Is not to give something, hut rather to 
roYeive; then receiving eternal life, you 
may give 
yourself 
unto 
him 
for 


service. 


Man would naturally say. if you 


would be a son of God, try to walk as 
a son and you will eventually become 
such. 
But God makes it very clear 


that there can be no real life until 
there is a step taken, first of all, by 
faith: then he reveals himself. 
The 


things of God nr« spiritually discerned, 
and God is a revelation, not an expla- 
nation. To make It very clear, the best 
answer is tho one given to the Philip- 
plan jailer: "Believe 
on 
the 
Lord 


Christ, nnd thou shall be saved.' 


There. Is something "very significant in 
the way the names of Jesus Christ are 
used. For example, when he Is called 
Lord, it is to emphasize his kingly of- 
fice, or his reisnlnij power; and what 
can the meaning be but this, whon we, 
arc told to believe, on hlrn as Lord? 
Wo must reach the place where we 
arc willing to 1st him rule and reign 
In our life. 
Can you submit to this? 


He will never make a failure ot it. 
CJivo him absolute control; never take 
a step without his guidance— this is 
tho secret of grace and joy. 


Jesus is the earthly name, and we 


are told that "thou shall call his name 
Jesus, for he shall save his people 
from their sins." It must be necessary, 
then, for one to get a conception of 
him as he hangs upon the cross; and 
certainly we known ho was there for 
just one purpose, namely, "That ho 
might die in our slead." 


As Christ Died. 


Major Whittle tells the story of a. 


company of bushwhackers, arrested in 
Missouri during tho days of tho civil 
war. They were sentenced to be shot, 
when .1 young boy touched the com- 
manding officer on the arm and said, 
"Won't you allow me to take the place 
or the man standing yonder? He has a 
family, and he will be greatly missed; 
no one will miss me. May I take his 
place?" When Ihe officer had given his 
consenl, thfl young boy stepped for- 
ward, drew the mnn out of line and 
stepped in his place.

What Is It to Be a Christian? 


It has been said by Dr. Henry Van

live if he were on earth and in our 
place toda. 


The Christians o£ Antioch were like 


wind-wafted seeds. Many a. volcanic 
or coral island in the sea has been cov- 
ered with trees and 
shrubbery by 


wind-wafted seeds, and has had Its. 
barrenness changed into beauty and 
fruitfulness. 
The storms of persecu- 


tion carried some of the Christians in 
Jerusalem to Antioch. three hundred 
miles away to the north. Antioch was 
magnificent in Its fortifications, Its Im- 
mense public buildings and Its beauti- 
ful statues. It has been said of An- 
tioch that it was "foremost in refine- 
ment and culture, and foremost also in 
luxury and vice." We may well won- 
der why such a place should have been 
selected hy Christian refucees. 
But 


we are told "that the hand of the Lord 
was with *hem." And they began to 
grow in their new environment by 
preaching the gospel of Jesus Christ 
and teaching in his name: but- they 
at first confined their efforts to the 
Jews whom they found there, and then 
some of their numlier beirnn to preach 
to the Gentiles. And both Jews and 
Gentiles received the Lord Jesus as 
heir Saviour.
